mothers took care to fill early in the 
morning, it serving them instead of 
breakfast, and that at tho accustomed 
hour every otte laid aside his book to 
light his pipe, the master smoking with 
them and teaching them how to hold 
their pipes and draw in the tobacco.” 

In England at the time of the great 
plague it was reported that no one liv¬ 
ing in a tobacconist’s house fell sick of 
the disease. This caused a great de¬ 
mand for tobacco. Hoarho says in his 
diary, “I remember that I heard for¬ 
merly Tom Rogers, who was yeoman 
beadle, say that when he was a school¬ 
boy at Eton that year when the plague 
raged all the boys of that school wore 
obliged to smoko every morning and 
that ho was never whipped so much In 
his life as he was one morning for not 
smoking,”

A General Theory of Machine*. 

In the Comptes Rendus or the Paris 
Academy of Sciences M. Koenigs has 
printed- a sketch of a general theory of 
mechanisms. Every machine consists 
of a number of material bodies, re¬ 
sistances, joined together reciprocally, 
upon which natural forces act to pro¬ 
duce a desii’ed effect, and tbe effect 
may be either a state of rest or one of 
motion. The resisting bodies and their 
couneetions are the mechanism. Its ef¬ 
fect is not known until we define the 
acting forces. The same machine will 
produce different effects according as 
different forces play upon it. 

Machines are subject to three ef¬ 
fects—static when the forces produce 
equilibrium; kinetic when tbe result is 
motion, and, finally, dissociative when 
tbe connections of tbe machine are 
changed. The latter effect is usually 
not considered, hut it is essential to 
take it into account, A machine could 
not be built, in tbe first place, unless 
it was capable of dissociation, in some 
machines—locks, for instance—the parts 
are dissociated every time the appa¬ 
ratus operates. It is desirable to de¬ 
sign most machines, however, so that 
the dissociative effects do not come in¬ 
to play during their operation.

To dwarf trees as the Chinese do you 
must follow their methods. They take 
a young plant, say a seedling or a cut¬ 
ting of cedar when two or three inches 
high, cut off its taproot as soon ns it 
has enough other rootlets to live upon 
and replant it in a shallow pot or pan, 
allowing the end of the taproot to rest 
upon the bottom of the pan, Alluvial 
Clay molded lo tlie size of beans and 
just sufficient in quantity to furnish a 
scanty nourishment Is then put Into 
the pot, Water, heat and light are per¬

miles of travel as soon as the' horse 
wagons, which left the farm at S the 
previous evening and made only one 
trip. The actual cost of fuel for those 
two trips was 75 cents. 

The machine shown in the cut is 17 
feet long, 4 feet 0 inches wide, with a 
space available for loading of 11 by 0 
feet. A steel frame can be used which 
will carry three tons if desired. It ran 
sixteen miles, carrying two and one- 
half tons in two and one-half hours, 
part of the journey being up hills 
which required an extra horse on the 
wagons. The engine uses petroleum for 
fuel, and ten gallons will run the load¬ 
ed machine about 100 miles. 

The owner of this machine thinks 
that it will proVe a great help to .farm¬ 
ers in reducing freight and express 
lates for short distances. In ODe case 
he carried a load of 280 baskets of 
grapes to market at a total cost of 
$3.75. The regular railroad rate for the 
same distance was 12 cents a basket. 
It is quite likely that where the roads 
are smooth and the grades easy such 
machines will surely compete with the 
railroads successfully. 

In this country the roads are not all 
suitable for such machines, but near 
the large cities they could doubtless be 
run so as to carry farm products quick¬ 
ly to market. The Frenb and the Eng¬ 
lish are ahead of us in this respect, but 
it will not be long before Americans 
will take the automobile away from 
the city and put it at work upon the 
country roads.—Rural New Yorker.

Of Unmatched Fertility In Europe. 
Metliods Of Reclamation. 

Tidal swamps or salt marshes are a 
prominent feature in nearly all our 
states which border the Atlantic or Pa¬ 
cific oceans. A few years ago much 
was heard about their reclamation. 
Their value as farming lands was clear¬ 
ly shown, and the fact that they, were 
a serious menace to the health of peo¬ 
ple in the vicinity was dwelt upon. 

In European couutries salt marshes 
are regarded as the most fertile of 
lands. Large areas in Holland, Den¬ 
mark, Germany and Belgium have been 
cultivated for many years. .In England 
the fens to the extent of probably more 
than 1 , 000,000 acres have been diked 
and ditched and are now in a “state of 
matchless, fertility.” 

The recent discoveries of the cause of 
infection from malaria and ‘yellow fe¬ 
ver have resulted in a renewed interest 
in the means of exterminating mosqui¬ 
toes and incidentally in the drying out 
of marshes and swamps. The salt 
marshes do not seem to offer the condi¬ 
tion necessary for the breeding of the 
few species of malaria mosquito exist¬ 
ing in this country, but they are breed¬ 
ing places for vast numbers of individ¬ 
uals of other species which annoy peo¬ 
ple and stock along much of the coast 
line and in certain places impair the 
property valuation. 

Practically no reclamation has been 
attempted in America, and that which 
has been attempted has in many cases 
been a failure or has been abandoned. 
There are well established methods in 
use in the reclamation of salt marshes, 
and if these were used the work should 
be successful. There has never been a. 
known ease of failure to effect com¬ 
plete reclamation in which all proper 
precautions were taken. After reclama¬ 
tion the lands are very fertile and 
should repay the expenditure of re¬ 
claiming them. It is generally conced¬ 
ed that one acre of reclaimed salt 
marsh land is worth four oil five acres 
of upland, and according to well sub¬ 
stantiated figures the cost of reclama¬ 
tion should not exceed one-fifth of the 
final value of the land. 

A circular Of the department of agri¬ 
culture, from which these facts are 
gathered, explains at length tlifi various 
Steps 'to be taken in the reclamation of 
marsh lands. These steps, briefly stat¬ 
ed, are drainage by open ditches and by 
tile, washing out the salt, cultivation of 
the marsh and drops to bo grown dur¬ 
ing reclamation. 


Tlie Water Carnivora. 

The number of Carnivorous creatures 
found in the water seems out of ail 
proportion to the usual order of nature, 
but this is perhaps because the minute, 
almost invisible creatures of which the 
rivers and ponds are full and which are 
the main food of the smaller water car¬ 
nivora, live mainly on decaying vege¬ 
table substance, which is practically 
converted and condensed into, micro¬ 
scopical animals before these.become 
In turn the food of others. 

It is as if all the trees and grass on 
land were first eaten by locusts or 
white ants and the locusts and white 
ants were then eaten by semicarnivo- 
rous cows and sheep, which were in 
turn eaten by true carnivora. The wa¬ 
ter weeds, both when living and decay¬ 
ing, are eaten by the witomostraca, the 
entomostraca are eaten by the larvrn 
of insects, the perfect insects are eaten 
by the fish and the fish are eaten by 
men, otters and birds. 

Thus we eat the products of the wa¬ 
ter plants at four removes in a fish, 
while we eat that of the grass or tur¬ 
nips only in the secondary form—beef 
or mutton.

and if the head is laic] low the brain 
gets its share again and go resumes its 
workings. Cold water sprinkled over 
the face, smelling salts or burning 
feathers held to the nose and fanning 
the face all help to restore conscious¬ 
ness. In an ordinary case the person 
may be allowed to sit up when con¬ 
scious and after a little while resume 
her way. 

The custom of giving brandy or oth¬ 
er spiiits to a person who has fainted 
i? a mischievous one. Allow the pa¬ 
tient to come to; then let her slowly 
drink a cupful of cold water, and no 
harm is done. But if brandy is given 
the person may pass from one fit.to an¬ 
other or become ill from the drink giv- 
Medicines pf any kind are not 
needed after fainting, only care must 
be exercised to take things quietly for 
the next few hours. Persons subject 
to these attacks must keep out of close, 
hot and unventilated places either of 
devotion or of amusement. They should - 
not take Turkish baths or .even ^hot 
baths. In place of the latter they may 1 
have a sponge all over with hot water. I 
Tea and coffee must not be drunk by t 
those subject to fainting attacks. If v 
women, they must not wear corsets. 1 
Men must not use tobacco iirany form 1 
or drink intoxicants if subject to these , 
attacks. Heavy and indigestible foods,. ’ 
like pork, veal, ham, etc., must be ^ 
avoided, as also must heavy work, -
